Serves For Small Payments 
By Mail In Place Of Postage 
Stamps—Redeemable At Face 





Every year hundreds of thousands of dollars worth of postage 


stamps pass through the mail in the form of remittances, 


These 


sums vary from a few cents to several dollars each, Many people 
make mail remittances of postage stamps in small sums for mail 
purchases while business firms frequently use postage stamps for 
the purpose of cash refunds where small amounts must be returned 


to customers. 


The large mail order houses receive thousands of dollars worth 
of postage stamps in their mails and large numbers of these stamps 


are used by these firms for postage* 


while others are sold to stamp 
brokers at a discount to realize 
cash from the stamps. 

America could well use some 
form of currency that would do 
for small remittances rather than 
postage stamps or coin. Some years 
ago the publisher of this paper 
suggested to the Postoffice De- 
partment that small postal slips 
be sold at one cent each on which 
the person using them could at- 
tach postage stamps to the face 
value of the remittance they de- 
sired to make and send the slip 

the person from whom a pur- 
hase was to be made. These slips 
then to be taken to a postoffice 
and cashed for the face value of 
the stamps thereon and the stamps 
cancelled by the postmaster cash- 
ing the postal slip. Such forms 
could be restricted to provide for 
remittances under $1.00 and would 
solve the problem of postage 
stamp remittances. It would 
cost the remitter one cent for the 
postal slip whereas he now must 
pay several cents for a money or- 
der which must be filled out by 
a postal clerk and received and 
cancelled at another office, en- 
tailing much bookkeeping etc. 

Canada has for a long time had 
a series of stamps known as Pos- 
tal Note scrip. Heretofore 
these have been of the value of 1, 
2 and 5c. Canada has recently 
added to these a new 10c and a 
25c value which makes the use of 
the Postal Note Scrip more attrac- 
tive and this Postal Note scrip pro 
vides for an is intended for use 
through the mails for small re- 
mittances that are made in this 
country by stamps. After you have 
Teceived them through the mail 
you can take them to the post- 
office and receive their face val- 
ue in cash, 

Perhaps the best expaination 
Of their use is given by the Can- 
adian post office Department, and 
We quote below the circular which 
Was recently issued when these 
two new 10c and 25c stamps were 
put in use. Illustrations of the 
stamps are shown, all values be- 
ing of similar design each in a 
different color. The new 10c value 
is in black and the 25c in yellow.

A. No, they are not postage or

Q. What is POSTAL NOTE 
SCRIP? 


A. It is Scrip issued by the 
t Office Department of Can- 
» and is redeemable for face 
in cash at any Canadian 
Office. It is a convenient

money through the mails, without 
the obvious risk of sending coin. 

Q. How can I get POSTAL 
NOTE SCRIP? 

A. In two ways:— 

(1) by purchasing it from your 
Postmaster at face value, when 
you wish to use it for remitting 
small amounts by mail, or 

(2) having it sent to you by 
anyone using it for remitting small 
sums by mail. 

Q. What should I do with 
POSTAL NOTE SCRIP that is 
sent to me by mail? 

A. You may do either of the 
following:— 

(1) keep it for future use in re- 
mitting small sums in letters, or 

(2) take it to your Postmaster 
and obtain its face value in cash. 

Q. Has POSTAL NOTE SCRIP 
any other use? 

A. Yes. It may be used to in- 
crease the face value of any of 
the lower denominations of Postal 
Notes to a total amount not ex- 
ceeding One Dollar for both Note 
and Scrip. It may also be used to 
increase the face value of any Pos- 
tal Note to an amount not exceed- 
ing Nine Cents. When Scrip is 
used in this way it must be affix- 
ed to the face of the Postal Note. 
FOR EXAMPLE: 

If you wish to send .65c you 
may buy a .40c Postal Note and 
affix one .25c Scrip to the face 
of the Note. This raises its value 
to .65c and the Paying Postmas- 
ter will honour it accordingly. If 
you wish to send $1.34 you may 
buy a $1.25 Note and affi:- Nine 
Cents (say 1x5¢c and 2x2c Scrip) 
to the face of the Note.

quantities from the Post Office 
Department by business firms, as 
a convenient means of remitting 
small sums, such as refunds to 
their customers. If you receive 
POSTAL NOTE SCRIP in this 
way, you may either retain it for 
future remittances to business 
firms or other correspondents, or 
take it to your Postmaster and ob- 
tain its face value in cash.

It is doubtful if stamp collec. 
tors ever will be able to figure 
out the origin and travels of some 
of the covers that come to their 
hands in this present period, 

Right now we have one of the 
actual V-mail forms which has 
printed on its letter space a pa- 
triotic picture and verse and writ- 
ten in the corner is a brief mes- 
sage from a Lieutenant Comman- 
der in the U. S. navy who has 
been a long time subscriber and 
reader of the weekly. This mes- 
sage says: “Greetings from Guad 
alcanal. Issues of the News dated 
July 9-16 recently reached me. In 
view of unpreventable_ delays, 
please suspend my subscription till 
I return to the U. S.” 

This letter has the proper fill- 
in at the top, our name and ad- 
dress and the name and address of 
the sender in the upper right cor- 
ner with censor mark in upper 
left corner. Below the senders ad- 
dress is a rubber stamped date 
“December 7, 1942.” The letter 
was not filmed as V-mail is usual- 
ly handled but came through in 
its original form. The outer or 
front side of the form bears sen- 
ders name and address in upper 
left corner, the word “FREE”’ is 
in pen written capital letters 
where a stamp would go. Over 
this corner is a cancellation in a 
double lined circle, “New York, 
N. Y.—Cub one Br.” with date 
of “December 7, 1942.”" The cen- 
sor mark is also on the front of the 
cover. The puzzzle is, How come 
that the date of the letter on the 
inside is identical with the date 
of the Cancelaltion on the front of 
the cover. Delivery in Sidney was 
January 23rd, 

Question is, is mail of this type 
that comes through the port of 
New York from Guadalcanal, can- 
celled with the New York cancel- 
lation at the source of mailing.

Capt. Davidovich had the prison- 
ers lined up. before his_ tent, 
and through his interpreter an- 
nounced that every man would 
have his salary doubled and ex- 
ceptional work would be reward- 
ed with raises. Buck tooth grins 
and sweeping bows, Gannon said, 
attested that the captain‘s plan 
had struck home,

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A Stampless Cover 
From Jamaica May 
Mean Stamp Shortage 


A cover containing a Christmas 
greeting from L. Barrington 
Smith, at Halfwaytree, Jamaica, 
postmarked December 21st has 
just got loose from the censors 
and has been delivered in Sidney. 
This is an interesting pictorial 
cov. >, half the front of the en- 
velope bearing an interesting war 
cachet. The censor mark in a cir- 
cular form, with “U. S. CENSOR- 
SHIP” around the top inner part 
of the circle and a star with dash 
either side at the bottam. In two 
lines in the center “EXAMINED 
—By.....” with the number 
written on the line. This mark 
occupies the spot whcre the stamp 
should be. The initerestinz thing 
about the cover is that the can- 
cellation which constitutes the 
stamp is on the reverse side of 
the envelope, a regular type of 
cancellation with circle and 
“Kingston — Jamaica and _ date 
within it and at the right the ob- 
long box with seven straight lines 
running to the right for killer 
bars. In the box part of this latter 
part of the cancellation in three 
lines of capital letters it reads 
“HALF PENNY — POSTAGE — 
PAID.” The entire cancellation is 
similar in every way to the us- 
ual type of postal cancellations 
and has no resemblance of any 
nature to a meter marking altho 
it is entirely possible that this 
may be a meter of some type, 
since the cancellation is i red 
and there is no stamp on the cov- 
er.

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dence. The sole object of this be- 
ing to lighten the load or at the 
same time carry two or three let- 
ters in the same space and of the 
same bulk as was one letter on 
heavier weight paper. This is a 
sound and practical solution. 

The Department has requested, 
through issues of the Postal Bul- 
letin that postal employees sug- 
gest the use of lighter weight 
paper in air mail envelopes and 
stationery, yet the Postoffice De- 
partment which supplies to the 
public the greater part of the air 
mail envelopes that are used by 
the public today, offered only the 
old style heavyweight envelope 
for this use. 

These old style envelopes are of 
a cheap quality of wood pulp pa- 
per, while the paper quality usu- 
ally found in the light weight 
commercial envelopes that can be 
purchased for air mail use is of a 
much finer and tougher quality 
and a 25c coin in the latter will 
travel safter than in the old 
heavyweight paper. 

Having noted the suggestions 
by the Government that lighter 
weight envelopes and stationery 
be used, the Editor of Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News addressed a 
letter to the Department at Wash- 
ington and suggested that since 
the Department was urging the 
use of the lighter weight paper, 
that it would seem that the De- 
partment should take the lead in 
offering envelopes of this type of 
paper, since the general public has 
been in the habit of using the 
envelopes as supplied by the Post- 
office Department, 


This proposal has met with in- 
stant approval by the Officials of 
the Postoffice Department § as 
shown by a letter from Mr. Ram- 
say S. Black, Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, under date 
of January 23, 1943. 

We take the liberty of quoting 
from this letter from Mr, Black. 

“Receipt is acknowledged of 
your letter of January 19 to the 
Postmaster General, expressing 
an opinion that consideration 
might well be given to the use 
of lighter weight paper in the 
manufacture of air mail stamped 
envelopes in connection with the 
new designs which have been 
under contemplation for some- 
time. 

“Your suggestion in this re. 
gard would appear to be _ alto- 
gether timely as it is a matter 
of considerable importance to 
keep the weight of the air mail 
as low as possible. The envelope 
contractor has already been call- 
ed upon to make a survey of the 
situation to determine the prac- 
ticability of printing embossed 
stamps on lighter grade paper 
with the equipment now avail- 
able. If found practicable to do 
so, it is altogether probable that 
lighter weight stamped air maii 
envelopes will be made available 
without waiting until the new 
design envelopes are issued.” 

There we have what seems to 
be the answer to the weight prob. 
lem in air mail correspondence. 
Certainly American printers can 
solve this problem for such light 
weight paper with embossed 
stamps in the corner has been 
used in stamp issues of many 
years past in other countries and 
what they can do, our printers 
can do, 

This will mean to collectors, a 
new issue, a new stamp, and we 
have already contacted the De. 
partmen‘, pointing this fact out to 
them and suggesting that when 
these new envelopes are ready 
that due announcement for first 
day use be made in order that col- 
lectors may add this new speci- 
men to their collections. 

In the meantime we urge every 
user of air mail to obtain a sup- 
ply of the Featherweight Airmail 
envelopes. These can be supplied 
by any printer anywhere. Your 
stationery stores. can obtain them 
if you insist on them, In using the 
envelopes also ‘an to use a lig t- 
er weight paper for your letter.

Pre 
sented to Congress, the petitions 
resulted in the enactment of a bill, 
on March 3, 1931, making The 
Star-Spangled Banner the official 
national anthem. 
The fact that the V. F. W. had 
the composition transposed to a 
lower key so that it came within 
the range of the average voice, 
helped to win general popular ap- 
proval of the campaign.

The Plan. _ 

The simplified method would be 
to let anyone go up to the bar, 
pound vigorously and yell “‘gim- 
me two bits worth of precancels.” 
But of course that would never do, 
because we have become regula- 
tion minded and must have cer- 
tain rules to go by or it isn’t any 
fun. In order to be able to buy 
precancels at -the Post Offices 
where they are in use the rules 
should read something like this. 
You must belong to an organized 
Stamp Society. Said Society must 
take out a permit for its members 
to buy precancels. Cost of Permit 
to be $20 or $25 which will be 
a permanent permit and will ex- 
pire when club disbands or if its 
members willfully break some of 
the incidental rules which must 
also be written up to accompany 
th’. plan. No Club or Society can 
obtain a permit unless it has been 
organized at least two full years. 
This to stymie any clique or sham- 
organization to get permit, A club 
or Society must have at least 15 
senior members to be classed as a 
club or society. This number 
could be lowered a little or in- 
creased. Each members card will 
be stamped with the Club permit 
number and shall plainly be 
marked for the year for which it 
is good. Here is where we can 
get in a good $10,000 fine and ten 
years in jail clause. For those for- 
ging or counterfeiting a member- 
ship card to obtain precancels. 
Each Post office will have forms 
to fill out when a purchase is 
made. The purchaser presenting 
his card to the P. M. who fills 
out The Permit No., Members 
Club No., Name, address etc. Then 
items purchased. This form to be 
sent to Washington along with the 
100 biliton others that must be 
there by now. Minimum quanti- 
ties must be specified. Perhaps a 
difference can be made where 
hand stamp or printed precancels 
are used, A fee similar to the M. 
O. rate to be added to the bill to 
pay for the P. M.s time and pay 
for the forms. Maybe a minimum 
fee of say ten cents or 25c. No 
favors as to plate number blocks 
or other positions in the sheet 
and no requests to be filled like 
using colored inks, or using two 
types on one stamp in cases where 
two types are available, no in- 
verts, doubles etc. Purchaser 
though to have permission to 
examine and select his material 
from the working stock of the of- 
fice. P. M. need not let purchas- 
er examine entire stock but can- 
not withhold any value in stock 
unless he has been instructed by 
Washington to do so.—What do 
you think of the plan? Bunk, Well 
Maybe.

When I first start- 
ed to write some reader submitted 
to me several items that were bars 
and wanted information about 
them. Then as now there was only 
meager catalog listings so I took 
the stamps with mc to HART- 
FORD, CONN to the PSS conven- 
tion and hunted up the late Walter 
Gates. Mr. Gates was a gentle- 
man of the first water and when 
anyone came seeking information 
he always gave freely of his time 
and efforts in giving or securing 
for you such information. The sum 
and substance of my interview 
with Gates was that in general 
terms he could tell me a good bit 
about bar precancels, specifically 
nothing. This, not because he was 
not a student but simply because 
you are up against a stone wall 
as to information on bars. Few 
if any records were kept in the 
old days. Precancels were not col- 
lected very vigorous till about 1912 
and bars even then were almost 
ignored. If BARS had been recog- 
nized even at that time perhaps 
much valuable informetion could 
have been unearthed. Here are a 
few facts. Pen cancellations can 
be either PRECANCELLED or just 
plain cancelled. Oft times sheets 
were cancelled before being torn 
up yet no intention of precancel- 
lation ag we recognize it was in- 
tended. Simply to cancel the 
stamps quickly. A cover may bear 
a BAR PRECANCEL with the 
corner card plainly printed of the 
mailer, yet the chance is quite 
good that the mailing piece was 
mailed for the firm whose name 
appears in the corner by some 
printing firm in a different town. 
This happened often, and makes 
many listings in the catalog al- 
most meaningless. There are but 
few general BAR collectors so like 
COIL precancels (City Tyes) there 
may be many ONE ONLY copies 
yet a very conservative price must 
be asked to move the rare items 
unless it has some unusual fea- 
ture about it. BARS are interest- 
ing but very mysterious.

Collector Prefers His 
Covers With The Proper 
Rate And Stamp Usage 





To some collectors a cover is 
just a cover but many collectors 
have a choice when it comes to 
preparing covers. Some will slap 
on any old stamps for cancellation 
today and think they are getting 
a cover, while others who think 
seriously on the matter prefer to 
have covers on which the stamps 
show a cancellation date some- 
where close to the actual time of 
their issue or within the limits 
of the time of their actual sale 
and usage. Such covers seem far 
more real and legitimate and to 
the real philatelist have a mean- 
ing. 

To use a 2c stamp of the issue 
of 1890 on a cover today would 
not in any manner increase the 
value of the stamp and to any 
thinking collector it would not be 
a desirable cover. Why then 
hoard commemorative stamps of 
the past two or three years with 
a view to using them on a cover 
today. Such stamps, clearly out 
of issue are in the estimation of 
some collectors unlesirable on a 
cover of today. 

Likewise, some collectors. when 
they go for first day covers prefer 
to get only covers which bear 
stamps which add up to an actual 
and real postal rate. We all know 
that a sealed letter from one 
city to another should if sent un- 
registered and without any special 
service, bear stamps which will 
add up in multiples of 3c. Thus 
a block of four 2c stamps on such 
a cover does not pay any legiti- 
mate rate and is clearly an arti- 
ficial cover. Likewise a pair of 
the recent 2c United Nations 
Stamps does not make a legiti- 
mate rate for a cover, unless for 
delivery within the cit: of origin. 

It was with this thought in 
mind that Clarence Swanson of 
Chicage sent for his 2c United 
Nations stamps on cover by pre- 
paring his covers and placing a 
lc Defense stamp on the corner of 
envelopes with _insructions 
to the postmaster to place along_ 
side the 1c stamp, one of the new 
2c United Nations Stamps. This 
gave him a « ver with the new 
2c stamp showing its first day of 
issue and a legitimate cover with 
a 3c rate of postage. Incidentally, 
the publisher of this paper did 
the very same thing in sending for 
his covers and for the very same 
reason. 

However there is a fly in the 
ointment that only stamp collec- 
tors will recognize and that is 
the fact that the 1c stamps on such 
covers are canceled with a can- 
cellation mark that is incorrect for 


this mark reads ‘“‘FIRST DAY 
ISSUE” and we know that 
tlis is not the case. In future 


years however, these 1c stamps 
if soaked from the covers may 
prove a puzzle to some because of 
their cancellations, 

It seems that the only thing 
Clarence and myself might do 
in order to get real and legitimate 
covers would be to prevail upon 
the Post Office Department to el- 
iminate this First Day Issue word- 
ing from the cancellation mark and 
let the date stamp stand alone as 
the record for first day issue.

This bit of news concerning the current air mail 
stamped envelope is not taken from any Post Office De- 
partment announcement. The information has been ob- 
tained solely because your Editor recognized the present 
situation wherein the Government is suggesting and urging 
the use of lightweight envelopes and stationery for air mail 
letters in order to conserve space, weight and bulk. 

A letter was addressed to the Department at Wash- 
ington in which it was suggested that inasmuch as the 
Post Office Department was urging the use of light weight 
air mail envelopes and stationery on the part of the public, 
that it would be proper that the Department set the right 
example for the public by issuing such envelopes with the 
air mail stamp printed on them for public use. 

A very interesting letter came back from Mr. Ramsay 
S. Black, Third Assistant Postmaster General, in which 
he states that such an envelope may be issued by the 
Department, if the contractor can produce it. American 
printers can produce it because such embossed envelopes 
or letter sheets on light weight paper have been produced 
by printers in other countries of the world and we should 
therefore get a new featherweight 6c air mail envelope 
as soon as production can be arranged. 

We have writte Mr. Black, pointing out that to stamp 
collectors this constitutes an entirely new issue and that 
collectors will eagerly look for an announcement of first 
day of issue when these envelopes are ready for distribu- 
tion.

The guest artist for this week 
is Nathan Weinstock of 150 East 
19th St., Brooklyn, N. Y. He is 
well known in metropolitian cir- 
cles as an active collector, His lat- 
est discovery is a full sheet of 
the 3c Defense Issue with certain 
additions. To begin with, the 
sheet was damaged in printing, 
so that part of the upper right 
corner is unprinted. The next step 
taken in the assault on this sheet 
of stamps was to run the vertical 
perforations fully %4 inch into all 
the stamps, and as if this were 
insufficiert,—“‘to assault we will 
add _ battery,”—‘*ne horizontal 
preforations also are well within 
the stamps. 

At this point I must take a deep 
breath for we are now approach- 
ing the real crux of the matter.

Since it is very difficult to find 
oddities of any nature, it surely 
must appear impossible to find a 
piece that can boast of nine dif- 
ferent irregularities. 

The patient for today’s clinical 
dissection is a lower right corner 
block of four, of the 2c carmine 
1922 Issue. We will now run down 
the list of maladies which afflict 
our unfortunate patient: 

1. The sheet was torn before 
printing. 

2. Brown paper was pasted on 
the back of the sheet to repair 
the tear. 

3. The gumming adhered only 
to the parts of the sheet that did 
not have the brown patch on the 
back. This proves that the gumm- 
ing machine will not function 
properly whenever any doubled 
or thicker paper is sent through

5. Parts of the stamps are not 
printed at all, leaving the plain 
white surface of the paper ex- 
posed. 

6. Both the vertical and hori- 
zontal perforations run through 
the stamps. 

7. This block is precancelled— 
Dallas Texas—and this is also far 
off center to the lower left cor- 
ners of the stamps. 

8. There are two different sets 
of initials in the corner of the 
sheet margin. 

9. In addition to the above men- 
tioned afflictions, I must add a 
heavy ink smear in the white 
sheet margin at the right of the 
block. 


Ernest Doyle of Hampton, 
Iowa has just discovered a small 
stock of the 144c Martha Wash- 
ington stamp of the recent Pres- 
idential Series, which is imper- 
forate between horizontally. He 
submitted one pair for analysis, 
and I find that it looks imperfor- 
ate in appearance only, as traces 
of blind perforations are revealed 
by a more minute inspection. This 
item is a fine example of the care 
which must be exercised before 
purchasing these part-perforate 
varieties.
